THE ARBITRATION. 


John A. McDougall recalled says. With 
the trail in dispute and no other outlet, 
block X and the pink block are worth the 
same as though there was no trail. I attach 
no value to a disputed street or trail. Block 
X enjoys & direct benefit by having Mc- 
Dougall street extension opened without a 
trail or one in dispute. With a trail and 
McDougoll street extension, block X reaps 
a special henefit to the extent of $1000 to 
$1200 by the opening of McDougall street 
extension. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. There is 
also a direct and special benefit to block A. 
[ don’t say to the same amount ; but of the 
same kind as block X. It would increase 
the value of lot 2 by making it corner lot. 
Corner lots are worth 10 per cent more than 
other lots. The benefit to lot 2isa differ- 
ent kindfof benefit to block X. Lot 2 is 
good business lot no, and ifthe street was 
opened it would be a little better business 
jot. The other lots on Jasper Avenue could 
not reap the same kind of a benefit as lot 2 
or block X. The percentage of benefit 
would be much smaller. 

Re-examined by Mr. Emery. I mean by 
special benefit to block X, because it gives 
it street where it had no street before. The 
benefit to block A is similar; but not as 
extensive. 

John Kelly sworn says. I have lived 
here some time. I have had transactions 
in ceal estate. The pink block and block X 
are together worth, without an outlet to 
Jasper Avenue $1000 $1200. The valua- 
tion is low for the amount cf property there; 
put it is hemmed in there. With McDougall 
street extension open and no trail, it would 
increase to double the,value. With the 
trail, and no McDougall street extension, 
the pink block and block X would be worth 
¢1500 to $1600. With the trail and Mc- 
Dougall street extension, block X would be 
¢2500 to $3000 The value of the trail or no 
trail would make no difference. With lot 
| and the 16 feet and no trail or trail in dis- 
pute, it would increase the pink block and 
block X $400 to $500. With no trail or one 
in dispute, block X gets a special benefit by 
the opening of McDougall street extension 
to double the value. Under the same con- 
ditions anda trailit derives a benefit of 
¢]000 to $1200. 1 have considered the jog 
of 10 feet in my calculations. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. I am 
a real estate expert and never sold any pro- 
perty here. I have bought 16 pieces of pro- 
perty here. 1 have made valuation on real 
estate to some extent. Block A is bene- 
fited by the extension ; but not to the same 
extent as block X. Block A hasa right of 
way; but the other has not. Supposing the 
owner of block owns property by Cameron’s 
store so that he could open, if he wished, to 
Jasper Avenue, still block X gets a benefit 
over block A. I own part of block A on 
Jasper Avenue. I get a benefit from the 
opening of McDougall street. I think the 
street should be opened for the benefit of 
the town and myself at the same time. 

The letter from P. Heiminck to the town 
dated May 14th 94 and admitted by Mr. 
Bown was fyled as exhibit “J,” also letter 
dated April 10th, fyled as exhibit ‘* K”. 

This closed the case for the municipality 
of the town of Edmonton. 

Mr. Bown here opened the case for David 
McDougall and called upon Geo. Roy who 
upon being sworn said. I am the registrar 
of the North Alberta land registration dis- 
trict. Certificate of ownership 157 ‘‘a” 
produced. It is a certificate, I think, of 
cancellations and renewals up to date. The 
signature is mine, and the seal, the official 
seal. Certified copy fyled as exhibit ‘*L”. 
Certificate of ownership 126 G produced. 
It refefers to lots | biocks. Certified 
copy to be fyled as Exhibit ‘‘M.” Produces 
plan E of river lot 8. This is on fyle in my 
office and the original plan referred to as 
exhibit “‘M.” ‘The official plan is dated 
May 25th 1883 and made by Deane L. D. S. 
and approved and confirmed by A. Russell. 
The one produced, is the same as is refered 
to in exhibit “*L,,. 

The case was adjourned and resumed at 
8p. m. on Saturday ; but owing to the ill- 
ness of Mr. Bown was again adjourned until 
Tuesday, the question of costs for the day 
being reserved. 

The arbitration was resumed at 2:20 on 
Tuesday atternoon, P Heiminck being the 
first witness. On being sworn he raid to 
Mr. Bown. Iam a real estate agent of 24 
years experience as a regular dealer. This 
has been my principal occupation. I have 
been residing in Edmonton for about 14 
years off and on. I have been here steadily 
three years and engaged in the real estate 
business. I am the agent for David Mc- 
Dougall. I know river lot 8. Block X and 
the pink block with a trail, are worth as 
much as lots 1 to 10 river lot 8. I value 
those lots at $50 per foot. I have made a 
calculation of the value of it. (Witness 
here refers to a calculation on paper). I 
value it at $13,342.00 with or without the 
trail, With McDougall street open as per 
plan exhibit F and with the trail, block X 
is worth $9258. The opening of McDougall 
street extension does not increase the 
value block X. It has a tendency - of 
directing the traffic from the trail and along 
the street. I estimate that damage at from 
5 tol0 percent: It would increase the 
southerly corner lot; but would decrease 
the other lots along the trail. With no 
trail but with an opening oflot 1 and 16feet. 
Block X andthe pink block would be worth 
$13342. Under same condition ; but with 
McDougall street extension, it is worth 
$9258. From this the town should give 
MeDougall $3083.75. Calculation of wit- 
ness above refered to fyled as exhibit “‘N.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Emery. I am 
McDougall’s agent in this matter. 1 be- 
came his agent in March or April 1894. 
It might bea early as February. As com- 
pared with 1893 the condition of the real 
estate market is very fair. Large sales are 
as ready as last year; but have seen it 
better. Two asa sales were satis- 
factory to us. I cannot fi ce one single 
large sale in July last. Forty-six lots were 
sold to the Reverend Sisters a short time 
ago. There is a greater demand for pro- 
perty to-day; but less sales. Property is 
increasing in value. Block X and the pink 
block without an outlet to J Avenue 
are worth $10542 assuming I could buy my 
outlet to the street. In any event I would 
give $10542 for them. ith a trail, I 
would give $13342. Without the trail and 
McDougall street , the market value 
of block X would be the same as before. 
M street extension is no value to 
the X. Lot land the 16 feet would 
be an advan of $500. I would not have 


the Mc street extension under an 
not even ifI had no trail. 


> 
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It depreciates the value of the property. I 
cannot say that I always was of that opinion 
I object to the street as a street. Itis too 
narrow. It is not in line with McDougall 
street. It tends to depreciate the block X. 
It is an obstruction to the best interests of 
the town, being set back. By being set 
back the view up McDougall street is ob- 
structed. The same argument will not 
apply tolot 1 andthe 16 feet asa street. 
We would make some use of it. The trail 
will become the Main street. I believe the 
public will accept that as Main street. I 
have not always objected to the width of 
McDougall street extension. I never con- 
sidered ita proper street to put through. 
(Counsel here refers to exhibit “J.” It 
might cost $1200 to $1500 to open up the 
trail as a street, that is, to grade it. A tier 
of lots along the trail would be worth more 
than along Jasper Avenue in the same 
block. They would be business lots. The 
property along side of lot 10 river lot 56 
feet wide between Daly’s and Cameron’s is 
not owned by David McDougall. if the 
trail ran through the lots instead of along 
the bank I would not Sub-divide the pro- 
perty. Block X and the pink block, as I 
have already presumed. My honest opinion 
is that the market values are the same as 
in exhibit “‘N.” If the trail were as in 
dotted lines on sketch to be fyled it would 
make very little difference because I would 
get a petition signed by the people to prove 
that the dotted trail would be very incon- 
venient and would have it changed. Lots 
on McDougall street extension I would 
value much less than lots facing McDougall 
street north of Jasper Avenue. If I want- 
ed to ruin block X I would open up a tier 
of lots along McDougall street extension. 


Re-examined by Mr. Bown. Before I be- 
came agent for McDougall I was asked to 
value the block X and pink block and I 
valued it at $10000. 

J. C. Bremner sworn said. 1 have been 
engaged in buying and selling real estate for 
the last two or three years. 1am pretty 
well acquainted with values here. Block x 
and the pink block with a trail to Jasper 
Avenue, through by Cameron’s store are 
worth one half to twothirds as much as the 
frontage on Jasper Avenue. Frontage is 
worth $50 per foot. Block X with trail and 
McDougall street extension, would depre- 
ciate about the value of 2/3 the whole of 
block X with the exception of the first lot. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Emery. The 


values of town property are the same as in 


1893; but the sales of property are consider- 
ably less. Those who have invested are 
able to hold on. Block X without any out- 
let whatever I could not value. I would 
make an outlet. I never thought ot with- 
out an outlet. It would decrease the value 
very much. I fancy I could buy an outlet. 
Without an outlet I would give for block X 
and the pink block, about $200 per lot of 
50 feet frontage. I would give about 3300 
for the pink block without an outlet except 
McDougall street extension. McDougall 
street extension would decrease block X. 
I would value lots on McDougall street $10 
per foot. Some of them would become good 
business lots; but I would not like the lot 
along the lane. I prefer a river frontage. 
About one third of the lots would be bene- 
fited by McDougall street extension ; but 
without a trail it would increase the value 
of block X. It would increase them suffi- 
cient to make them marketable, say abcut 
$1000. I would not.give more than $1000 
to buy my way out to Jasper Avenue. The 
property then would cost me $3000 I would 
then expect to make 100 per cent by selling 
it. If the trail shown by dotted line 
(sketch to be fyled) exists, McDougall street 
damages block X by taking the traffic up 
McDougall street. 
fronting on to McDougall street hurts the 
block. Without the street it is a good 
hotel property. The balance is good for 
warehouses and saloon. 

F Fraser Tims sworn says. Iam a real 
estate agent and reside at Fort Saskatche- 
wan. Have had about two years experience. 
With the trail, block X and the pink block 
are worth one half of Jasper Avenue lots. 
With the trail, the opening of McDougall 
street would only effect a small portion of 
block X. It does not improve block X tak- 
ing the block as a whole. It is detriment. 
Lots Zon the trail are worth $25 per foot. 
The pink block, with opening at each end, 
is worth $225. 

Cross-emamined by Mr. Emery. I am 
not acquainted with Edmonton values. I 
have to be told astothe values of Main 
street lots and other lots. Asa real estate 
man I think lots on the trail should be 
worth one half; that is the basis of my 
reasoning. I calculate on the trail and the 
trail up the hill existing. 

Q. Have you talked this matter over 
with Mr. Heiminck prior to giving your 
evidence. 

A. Ihave not. 

Continuing he said, without a trail, I 
vaiue the property at one half the block 
fronting on Jasper Avenue. The pink 
vlock, with trail only is worth $2500. I 


would pay $2500 te get out by Cameron’s. 
I would not give anything to get out by 
lot 1. 


The arbitration here adjourned until 


8. p. m. 

On being resumed I. Cowie was called 
and said. i am areal estate agent in town 
and have had 18 months experience in Ed- 
monton; but have, for 27 years seen a 

reat many real estate transactions in the 
Northwest. I value the pink block at 
$2500 provided there is a trail already in 
existence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Emery he said. 
I would give that sum for it supposing 
block X were laid out in proper form. It 
would make the finest businessblock in town 
I would value them as much as those front- 

on Main street, perhaps more 80. - 

think they could be as readily sold as those 
on Main street. I would build brick build- 
ings and make anfarchitectural adornment 
to the tewn. These lotsare more valuable 
than lots Jasper Avenue east of Massey 
Harris. Co. and west of Imperial bank. 
Thes lots are worth fully $50 per foot. It 
is almost impossible to get purchasers now ; 
but relative to other places my valuation is 
fair. 1 think business men would rather 
select these lots in preference to Jasper 
Avenue. I think the property of the town 
would go to to these lots to do business. 
Without an outlet I would not value the 

ink block and block X until I found what 
could find an outlet for. I would not buy 
it at all if I could not get an outlet. 
would value it at $5000 with outlets by 
College Avenue and down the hill. With 
no trail through by Cameron’s 1 value 
block X and the pink block at $28000. It
